Peggy Hoffman, a journalism 
major from Salt Lake City, has an 
11-year-old son. “Single parents 
have to juggle between work, fami- 
ly and school,” she said. “You study 
when you have a chance.” 

Hoffman said her student devel- 
opment instructor told the class 
they should treat school as a 40 
hour-a-week job. This includes time 
spent in class and studying. 

“I have a 64 hour-a-week job,” 
Hoffman said, “because I have a 
family as well.” 

Housing is another area where 
challenges are faced. 

“You want a house in a good fami- 
ly neighborhood, but the cost is a 
problem,” Stokes said. “Yet you 
still want the right environment for 
your children.” 

Cost is not the only problem, how- 
ever. Probst said landlords would 
accept her as a tenant and then try 
to stall when they found out she 
had children. 

“The discrimination I found was 
incredible,” she said. “I had to peti- 
tion Wymount twice before they 
would keep me on the list for hous- 
ing.” 

Probst said she would have been 
forced to drop out of school if she 
had been dropped from the list. 

Hoffman said she began looking 
for a place to live in Provo after she 
was accepted to BYU last April to 
attend Fall Semester. 

“T filled out 40 applications (over 
three months) and only one person 


checked my references,”*she said. 


She finally found an apartment at 
the end of August. 

Stokes,

Andersen, a freshman from 
, Idaho, majoring in busi- 


ness, said she is worried about the 
law’s impact on the business world 
she plans to enter after graduation. 

“You can’t hold a position open for 
that length of time,” Andersen said. 

Andersen said the time and 
money investment of training 
replacements would be wasted 
when employees return. 

The law does not do enough to 
protect the jobs of workers in small 
companies, Andersen said. Small 
companies are more likely to quick- 
ly fill empty positions than the 
larger organizations specified in 
the family leave bill. 

Jean Taylor, coordinator of 
Women’s Services and Resources, 
an office of BYU’s Counseling and 
Development Center, said the bill 
may never fulfill its intended pur- 
pose because most employees, and 
especially working women, cannot 
afford to take unpaid leaves. 

“The reality is that people are 
working because they need the 
money,” Taylor said. 

“T don’t believe it is the panacea 


that it’s reported to be, that these 
thousands and thousands of women 
are going to be able to stay home 
for extended periods.” 

The new national law denies com- 
panies’ top-level employees extend- 
ed family leave if the company can 
prove the employee’s absence caus- 
es “substantial and grievous 
injury” to normal business opera- 
tions. 

The law allows employers to 
reclaim insurance premiums they 
paid for workers who don’t return 
from extended leaves. 

Last week, Utah legislators began 
discussing supplement legislation 
to the national law that would 
require even smaller businesses, 
those with five employees or more, 
to provide five days of unpaid leave 
for emergency reasons. 

The proposed local law has faced 
early criticism by Utah lobby orga- 
nizations such as the Utah Food 
Industry Association, the Utah 
Petroleum Association and Utah 
Taxpayers Association.

“From what I can see, though, 
there are more of us now than ever 
before.” 


Children add new challenges 
for struggling parent/students

For BYU students with children, the struggles 
associated with school extend far beyond getting up 
in time to make an 8 a.m. lecture. 

Like the student/athlete, the typical parent/stu- 
dent must juggle his/her schoolwork with practice 
and games. The difference is “practice and games” 
for the parent/student include much, much more. 

These extras include physical and spiritual well- 
being, spending time with one’s spouse and 
child(ren), personal time, work, sleep, and all the 
while maintaining health and emotional balance. 

Some parent/students said “priority” was the key 
word to describe how having a child has affected 
home life and studies. “Spontaneity” is another key 
factor. 

“The biggest thing (effect of having a child) is, it’s 
something else that takes priority in your life, and 
you have to decide where it takes place,” said Doug 
Reid, a December graduate in computer science. 

Eric Isom, a graduate student in communications, 
echoed Reid’s thoughts. “With work and school our 
time was already limited, now we have to account 
for Allyssa (his 21-month-old daughter).” 

The increased time limitations Isom spoke of, in 
addition to what the care of a child demands, 
results in a decrease in quality time with the 
spouse. 

Amy Lopez, a senior majoring in English, said, 
“We have no time alone together. Since Johnny (her 
2-year-old son) was born, we hardly even go out.” 

She explained that trying to get a baby sitter 
when they finally have time to go do something is 
difficult. She said that a baby sitter is hard to find 
on short notice, especially one they feel comfortable 
leaving their child with. 

If they are able to get someone to tend their son, 
he makes it very difficult to leave by crying. Lopez 
noted that she and her husband have gone out only 
a couple of times since their son’s birth. 

Lopez was not alone in her thinking. Curtis 
Thompson, a senior majoring in manufacturing 
engineering said, “Before I can do anything I have 
to coordinate the baby.” Isom concluded the thought 
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Students find their lives greatly affected by 
the birth of a baby. Pushing a stroller around 
on campus is just one of the many changes 
new parent/students must adapt to. 


by adding, “A baby takes away the ability to just 
pick up and go.” 

Isom pointed out that other than the time factor, 
for him, daily struggles haven’t changed that much. 
He said, “What having a child has done is put more 
pressure and responsibility on me; there’s another 
person to consider.” 

Besides the constant juggling of time and priori- 
ties, pressure and responsibility can also be trans- 
lated into fiscal terms. “There is a definite financial 
concern, even though I was working before (having 
a child), I felt a little stress to work a few hours or 
more for the money,” Reid said. 

With all the contrasting interests vying for atten- 
tion and priority, the mental and physical aspects 
stand to lose. So, when emotionally stretched 
between interests how does the parent/student 
choose? ‘ 

Lopez commented, “After you have a baby, school’s 
not the most important thing anymore. You just 
want to spend time with your children.” 


rant owners and government officials say even tighter restrictions are on 
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Utahns support Clinton performance 


SALT LAKE CITY—President Clinton finished third in Utah in the 
November election, but his popularity in the staunchly Republican 
Beehive State appears to have picked up some. 

That’s not to say that his opponents aren’t a solid majority or vocal. It’s 
just that more people think his overall performance has been good—or at 
least better than expected—according to a copyright poll published in 
Sunday’s Salt Lake Tribune. 

Asked how they rated Clinton’s first month in office, 33 percent said 
“good” with another 18.4 percent saying it was better than expected. 
Twenty-two percent said it was worse than expected, 20.7 said it was 
poor and about 6 percent were undecided. 

Utahns, however, aren’t exactly supportive of Clinton’s economic recov- 
ery package, which includes a combination of budget cuts with tax 
increases. Just 17.1 percent said it was “on the right track,” with 54.2 
percent said it was the wrong approach altogether. 

Opinions on the up-front role of First Lady Hillary Clinton in the 
administration also were mixed, the poll said. Fifty-one percent said she 
had played a positive role in her husband’s presidency, while fully a 
third—33.5 percent—said her role was negative. 


Texas cult shootout kills at least 6 


WACO, Texas — Fierce gun battles erupted Sunday as more than 100 
law officers tried to arrest the leader of a heavily armed religious cult. At 
least four federal agents and two cult members were reported killed. 

At least 15 agents were wounded in the 45-minute shootout at the iso- 
lated compound of the Branch Davidians’ sect about 10 miles east of 
Waco, the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms reported. Several 
sect members were also wounded, officials said. 

Sect leader Vernon Howell, who also is known as David Koresh, said in 
an interview with CNN that a 2-year-old child was among those killed. 
Howell said he was among the wounded. 

Negotiations with the sect members continued late into the night. 

Authorities have said about 75 people were at the compound, but 
Howell said there were many more, including children of all ages. Howell 
claims he is Jesus Christ. 


Group of 7 backs Clinton program 


LONDON—The Clinton administration has scored a public relations 
victory by winning widespread praise for its deficit-cutting program from 
its rich allies. But for now, the success appears to be nothing more than 
a nice pat on the back. 

On the surface, the weekend meeting of the world’s seven richest 
industrial countries was a big success for the new administration and 
America’s best showing in the financial arena in years. 

After five hours of closed-door discussions, Treasury Secretary Lloyd 
Bentsen emerged to proclaim that he had gotten all he had come seeking 
from America’s richest allies—Japan, Germany, Britain, France, Canada 
and Italy—in their strong endorsement for the Clinton program. 

British Chancellor of the Exchequer Norman Lamont summed up the 
prevailing view when he called the program a “courageous step” that 
went a long way toward improving the global economy’s growth 
prospects. 


Smoking restrictions rising in U.S. 


NEW YORK—A government report linking secondhand cigarette 
smoke to lung cancer and children’s diseases has triggered a surge in 
smoking restrictions across America—from a delicatessen in Denver to 
state offices in tobacco-growing Kentucky. 

The study, released Jan. 7 by the Environmental Protection Agency, 
blamed secondhand smoke for 300,000 cases of bronchitis, pneumonia 
and other ailments in infants and 3,000 deaths of nonsmokers each year 
from lung cancer. 

Momentum for smoking restrictions grew in February, when First 
Lady Hillary Clinton banned smoking in the White House and 
McDonald’s said 40 of its nearly 9,000 fast-food restaurants would 
become smokefree. 

The report has already bousted efforts to restrict smoking, and restau- 


er, W as just declared his Gaylord’s Deli smokefree. “I get a lot 
of kids in here, and inat part about being dangerous to kids had a big 
impact.”

For the Russian people, Aug. 19, 
1991 was not only the start of a 
new government, it was a new 
awakening. For the first time, the 
Russian people awoke from their 
silence to face their leaders and 
voice their opinions. 

Friday, February 26, Galina 
Ilinichna Volodina, a linguist from 
Moscow State University and polit- 
ical activist, spoke to BYU students 
about the contemporary political 
and social scene in Russia. 

Volodina spoke of the events of 
the last two years, the leaders and 
the future from the view of an 
activist. 

“IT am not a specialist in econom- 
ics or politics,” Volodina said. “I am 
just a normal, simple person.” 

Volodina said the events of the 
past two years are extremely 
important to the Russian people 
because it was the first time the 
whole country was willing to stand 
up to leaders, the first time the

Utah, Grant dim Y’s title h

In a sea of red and with two of the their top offensive 
threats sitting on the bench for most of the game, the 
Cougars watched their WAC title hopes dim as Utah 
out-rebounded their way to a 89-83 win Saturday at 
the Huntsman Center. 

Utah, 15-1 in the WAC, 22-3 overall, used career- 
high rebounding from Josh Grant (22), career-high 
scoring from Phil Dixon (28) and a stifling defense to 
sweep the Cougars, 14-2 in the WAC, 21-6 overall, for 
the first time in three years. 

“T thought Utah played a great game,” Cougar coach 
Roger Reid said. “Overall they played good defensively 
and outplayed us.” 

The Utes out-rebounded the Cougars 46-29 and held 
the Cougars to 39 percent shooting before a record 
crowd of 15,755 BYU-hating fans. 

“It seemed like we were hurried all the time. We 
didn’t execute or run our offense as well as we have,” 
Reid said. 

Center Gary Trost, whose effort and team-high scor- 
ing (26) prevented the game from becoming a rout, 
said the Utes did what good teams do — take control of 
their own destiny. 

“T sure hope it (the WAC title race) is not over, but 
we've got our work cut.out for us,” Trost said. 

Utah coach Rick Majerus said while the win gives the 
Utes the inside track on the WAC title, the season is 
not over. 

“This is not the championship. We’ve still got two 
hard games left (UTEP and New Mexico). We’ve got to 
be ready to play them,” Majerus said. 

The Cougars struggled offensively in the game and 
never held the lead. BYU, who trailed 38-34 at half- 
time, closed to the gap to 40-39 with 15 minutes left in 
the second half before Utah went on a 13-7 run that 
seized control of the game for the Utes. 

Senior Kevin Nixon, BYU’s second-leading three- 
point shooter and last year’s sécond-leading scorer, 
saw limited action, taking only four shots in 10 min- 
utes. Mark Durrant, who began starting when Nixon 
injured his leg earlier this season, did not score and 
fouled out in his 18 minutes. 

“Tt was pretty tough for him (Nixon) to guard people,” 
Reid said. 

Russell Larson, who played only 10 minutes in the 
Cougars’ first game against the Utes, scored 13 points 
in 17 minutes.

Now the next wave has begun, 
with talk of as much as $127 billion 
in defense cuts over five years and 
a shrinking of the armed forces 
from 1.6 million people to 1.4 mil- 
lion. 

The Air Force has suggested an 
end to production of the F-16, while 
Joint Chiefs are willing to sacrifice 
eight of the country’s 30 mainte- 
nance depots. Amid that discussion 
comes the dreaded base closure list 
on March 15. 

“So far, we’ve been pretty lucky,” 
said economist Lecia Parks 
Langston. “How much longer that 
can last is another question.” 

The givens so far are layoffs—lots 
of them. Hill Air Force Base, Tooele 
Army Depot and Dugway Proving 
Ground together face reduction-in- 
force of up to 3,206 people. 

Economic dissertations raise no 
pulses at Tooele, where Kent 
Bradley and othérs in the 
American Federation of 
Government Employees are hard 
pressed handling the real thing. 

Since job cuts of up to 804 civilian 
positions were ordered in 
December, unrest has mounted as 
employees wait for the Army to 
determine who stays and who goes. 
Amid that, rumors abound that the 
depot may be among those closed. 


Bomb shuts down 
World Trade Center 
for at least a week

NEW YORK — The World Trade 
Center bomb blast will shut it 
down for at least a week, officials 
said Sunday as foreign banks, ship- 
pers, law firms and other tenants 
scrambled to set up shop else- 
where. 

New York’s neighboring commodi- 
ty exchanges planned to reopen 
Monday, however, under a special 
exemption from safety officials. But 
all other businesses in the land- 
mark 110-story twin towers needed 
to relocate under desperately short 
notice. 

Fifty-thousand people work at the 
complex which gets an average of 
80,000 daily visitors. Like a verti- 
cal city at Manhattan’s southern 
tip, it’s become critical to the 
region’s economy, with commercial 
tentacles that extend around the 
globe. 

The cost of the damage, reloca- 
tion, and lost business was impos- 
sible to ascertain Sunday. Many 
businesses spent the weekend try- 
ing to grapple with the damage 
caused by Friday’s noontime explo- 
sion in an underground parking 
garage. The FBI said Sunday a 
bomb caused the blast, but would 
not speculate on who detonated the 
bomb, or why. 

The blast killed five people, 
injured more than 1,000, knocked 
out the center’s emergency com- 
mand center and spewed thick 
black smoke into the two towers 
and adjacent buildings, including 
one housing five commodity

Stanley Brezenoff, head of the 
Port Authority of New York and. 
New Jersey, which operates the 
complex, said the towers would 
stay shut more than a week until 
their safety is secured and essen- 
tial services are restored. 

The two skyscrapers, the world’s 
second tallest buildings after 
Chicago’s Sears Tower, are home to 
more than 900 businesses—from 
Mrs. Field’s Cookies to Dean 
Witter, Discover & Co., to offices of 
the world’s largest bank, Dai Ichi 
Kangyo Bank of Japan. 

Officials at the exchanges, critical 
markets in the trade of basic 
resources like oil, gold and coffee, 
said Sunday they got special per- 
mission to operate from fire, police 
and city agencies. 

Jim Neal, general manager of the 
Commodities Exchange Center, 
said delay in opening the Futures 
Exchange, Commodity Exchange, 
New York Mercantile Exchange, 
Coffee Sugar & Cocoa Exchange 
and Cotton Exchange would have 
posed serious consequences. 

“It’s critically important to the 
world economy to open. The con- 
tracts are worth in the billions of 
dollars,” Neal said. 

One major stock brokerage, Dean 
Witter, Discover & Co., worked 
feverishly over the weekend to 
move about 5,000 employees to the 
firm’s other area offices.
